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By * systematic benevolence,” is meant that 
all shall give; frequently and heartily ; nor- 
| ding to their ability. That this would vastly 
augment the efficacy of our mission-work no one 
will deny. That it is equally necessary to the 
prosperity of the churches may not be admitted. 
Indeed a serious obstagle to the success of sys- 
tematic benevolence is the apprehension that it 
will interfere with the interest of the home field. 
There are pastors who shriuk from undertaking 
to develop the work of benevolence in their 
churches, lest their own scanty support should 
be diminished. There are churches that oppose 
such effort for ſear it may divert into other chan- 
nels, that which is needed at home. Now, it is 
unquestionably true that we ought to support 
our reapoetive churches. Our giving should be- 
gin at Jerusalem, but it should not always stay 
there. It is no perversion of Seripture to say, 
* If any man provide not for his own church he 
hath denied the faith and is worse than an infidel.” 
But when every concession is made to the claims 
of home interests that charity can demand or 
truth will allow, it still remains a fact that * 
tematic benevolence is exsential to the prosperity 
of a church. 

I. It will produce in a church fnancial pros- 
perity. The moneyed question sustains a vital 
relation to church life and growth. In a profound 
$ense the treazury of a church is its barometer. 
The need of money and the withholding of it is 
to-day affecting the properity of a majority of 
our churches more than all other causes combined. 
More time, strength, and thought are expended 
in managing the finances of the church than is 
consumed in caring for its spiritual welfare, If 
the moneyed pressure borne by the best men in 
these churches could be transmuted into burden 
of aoul for sinners, revivals would spread over 
our land as the result. If the labor spent in 
raising means to meet current expenses were laid 
out in religious visitation, every town could be 
evangelized. SE 


And yet how poorly it is done. What arrear- 
ages in the zalary ! What anpaid bills! What 
violations of contract ! What injustice! What 
bitterness of feeling ! What positive guilt on the 
part of the church enter into the whole! Then 
look at the doubtful and «piritually demoralizing 
expedients often resorted to in order to make up 
the deficiencies. Such as begging in public, 
and from house to house; appeals to selfishness 
and to personal friendship« ; ſestivals held to 
crowd food into stomachs, that money may be 
foroed out of purves; fairs, lotteries, and even

Moses and Aardh were not compelled to get 
up tableau entertgjoments in the wilderness to 
get money to erect; the Tabernacle.

The church at 
Jerusalem did not et Paul to deliver a course of 
lectures on his thrilling adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes athongs Thracian robbers, in or- 
der to minister to the poor saints. In all these 
days the people gave above the demand, and 
in some instances, beyond ability, even entreat- 
ing the apostle to Feceive their gifts. Not be- 
cause the spirit of the gospel was more benevo- 
lent then than toxday, but because they were 
taught to give, as well as pray and sing. Giving 
was made a part of worship. The Jew was for- 
bidden to come before God empty-handed, and 
the early Christians were commanded to lay by 
in store, as God had progpered them, on the first 
day of the week. ; 

A return to the Bible doctrines and examples 
of benevolence wokld be followed to-day by like 
results. Christiang would give for the support 
of their churches just as they now attend 
their worship and pray for their- prosperity. 
There would always be meat in God's house, and 
we would hear no more of church debts. 

This cannot, however, be achieved by keeping 
the benevolent sympathies and activities of a 
church pent up Within its own bounds, They 
must be organized and developed upon a scale as 
broad and as comprehensive as the gospel. Be- 
ginning at Jerusalem, they must, like crucified 
love, open their arts from pole to pole, and en- 
cirele a world in their grasp. The more Chris- 
tians can be enlisted in sympathy and effort for 
the world's conyerzion, the more zealonsly will 
they labor for the ealvation of sinners at home. 
The more generonsly they give to spread the 
goupel abroad, the more benevolently the; will 
support it at honje. Nor will the question of 
church finance ever be satisfactorily solved until 
wo out loose from dur selfishness, our worldly wis 
dom and our timidity, and practice a benevolence 
as catholic as the love of Christ, the world's 
needs, and the moyements of divine providence.
